TRACED TO OLD ROME. 


I have often been asked why the ' Lib- 


erty Cap" is usec in American illustrations 
when it originated and why it was adop'ed, 
says tbe St Loms IttpuUn 
At first I was 


inclined to give the suh|ect no particular at 
tentmn, and really never did give it wrioas 
tbonght until i>ood fortune put a United 
States tent of 17!)') in my hands 


In this rare piece the head of Liberty is 


turned to the left 
She has a pule across 


her left shoulder, snrmonnted by a conical 
poke, which is intended for a liberty cap 
Here, indeed, was an oddity, a subject for 
immediate investigation 


Turning to my ' Dictionary of Phrase and 


Fable" (an odd place to look, sure, for * 
Liberty cap IB miiber a phrase nor a fable) 
I found tbe following nnder the head of "Cap 
of Liberty " "The Goddess of Liberty in 
tbe Aventlne V<onnt was represented as 
holding in her land a cap, the symbol ot 
freedom 


"In France the Jacobins wore a red cap , 


in Eogland a bine cap wi'b a v bite border 
is a symbol of liberty and Butanmaisaome 
times represented as holding such a cap on 
tbe point ot her spear " 


Here were some pointers, hit no real in- 


formation as to the origin of the symbol. 
Delving deeper mt> "volumes of forgotten 
lore," I fonnd that tbe cap was a symbol of 
liberty and freedom in tht time of tbe Ro- 
man emperors 
.^ 


When tbe Roman mannm ttcd a slave his 


head was adorned with a smaP red cloth 
cap 
As soon us this was done he was 


known es a libertnos or fn e Iman and hie 
name was registered arnon^ others of lite 
city's "tribes" In the year 263. when 
Satnrainns invaded 'he capital, be hoierten a 
cap on the point of his spear .o indicate that 
all slaves who rallied aroird this stauda-d 
should be free 


When Manas incited tbe slaves to take 


np arms against Sylla be employed tbe same 
symbol, and when C.i iar w.j murdered the 
conspirators inarched forth in a body with a 
cap elevated on a spear iu token of liberty

OIL THE HAKNKSS.—I was witnessing 


the oiling ofharnm tbe other d»y, dobbing 
on the oil without firat clnaning the baineai. 
I wonld-say, have your harness repaired, if 
necessary, before a drier Mason get* in. 
Wash it tboronghly with warm soft water 
and castile soap, and brash oat erery parti- 
cle of dust before potting on tbe oil. Thu 
is tbe important point. Better Dot oil at all 
than to apply it on dirty leather. The har- 
ness should be taken apart and tbe pieces 
washed and oiled separately. Enb on tbe 
oil while tbe leather is softened with tbe 
water 
It can be applied al once if tbe 


leather is rubbed a little with a dry cloth, 
it should be soft, bnt not too wet. After 
applying tbe oil, ban); ap to dry for a few 
hours, til] the oil is absorbed. Old harness 
that has been DeglecUd and is dry and 
hard, bad better not be oiled, it will do no 
good, the evil is already done. The fibers 
of the leather bare lost more or lees ot then 
tenacity, aud oil will Dot restore it, in fact, 
b; softening the leather it only weakens it, 
last as a wet sheet of paper will tear more 
easily than a dry one. Oil does not add to 
the strength ot leather, it merely softens it 
aud keeps it from cracking, it is a preven- 
tive of detay—not a restorer. Harness are 
DOW SD high tbat it is more-tban ever im- 
portant to take good care of them
